1* A 1941 goveraaental decree on inventions and rationalizing 
suggestions. This decree is currently being revised and a new one is expected 
toward the end of this year. (See enclosure So. 3) 


2. A 1942 instruction cm the remuneration of Inventors whose 
inventions have been applied in the national economy of the USSR. This , 
instruction ia likewise being reconsidered and a new one Is expected toward 
the end of this year. (See enclosure So. 3) 


b. Rules of practice 


Covered in Item a above. In addition the Soviet Chamber of Commerce 
has published an instruction f cap foreigners cm proper procedure to be followed 
in obtaining patents. (See Enclosure So. 3)

issues and registrations

inventions entered in the State Register of the USSR (Ukaaateli Opisanii 
laobretenii j Vheaennykh v Cosudarstyennyi Beesfcr SSSRj T According' "to' llr. ZUbov 
these indices go back as far an' '1890 arnlnciudsr inforEation on authors, titles 
of invention, class, sub- class, etc. 3s also mentioned that there are approxi- 
mately 19 of them which are currently up to date. (Mr. Zubov subsequently called 
to say that he had no sample copy of an l&aaatel available, but that he would 
do Ms best to obtain a set if the exchange takes place.)

Mr . Karasev stated that the Soviets make use of the German system of 
classification and that their index of classification ("Ufeazatel 8 Klassov") is 
largely a translation from the German.
